The following letter, handed us by 
County Judge Haass, ie self-explana­ 
tory: 


A u s t in , T e x a s, M ay 16, 1911. 
To the County Judge and 
the County Superintendent: — 
You will permit me to respectfully 
direct your attention and the attention 
of the members of the commissioners’ 
court of your county to Sections 4, 6 
and 12 of the rural high se bool law en­ 
acted by the 82nd legislature, which 
goes into effect on June ll, 1911. 
Section 4 requires the commissioners’ 
court of your county, at its first meet­ 
ing after June ll, to appoint five coun­ 
ty school trustee* (the county bourd of 
education) to serve until the election 
and qualification of their successors in 
1912, their election by the people in 
1912 occurring on the first Saturday 'n 
April, the date of election of the tru s­ 
tees of common school districts. 
Section 6 vents ult rights and jwwers 
pertaining to public t ree schools, th at 
have heretofore been 
vested in the 
com missioner.'' Court, in 
the county 
trustees (the county board of educa­ 
tion). 
Section 12 is here quoted 
in full:

County Board of Education. 
The following letter, handed ub by 
County Judge Haass, is self-explana­ 
tory: 
A u s t in , T exa s, May 16, 1911. 
To the County Judge and 
the County Superintendent: — 
You will permit me to respectfully 
direct your attention and the attention 
of the members of the commissioners’ 
court of your county to Sections 4, 6 
and 12 of the rural high school law en­ 
acted by the 32nd legislature, which 
goes into effect on June ll, 1911. 
Section 4 requires the commissioners’ 
court of your county, at its first meet­ 
ing after June ll, to appoint five coun­ 
ty school trustees (the county board of 
education) to serve until the election 
and qualification of their successor* in 
1912, their election by the people in 
1912 occurring on the first Saturday in 
April, the date of election of the trus­ 
tees of common school districts. 
Section 6 vests all rights and powers 
pertahdng to public free schools, that 
have heretofore been 
vested in the 
commissioners’ court, in the county 
trustees (the county board of educa­ 
tion). 
Section 12 is here quoted 
in full; 
“The county school trustee* snail br 
qualified voters and freeholders of the 
precinct or county from which they are 
elected. 
They shall he of good moral 
character, able to read and apeak the 
English language, shall be persons of 
good education and ^hal! lie in sympa­ 
thy with public free schools. 
Four of 
t1v» (•mtntv 
t 
v 
tjhtiU 
reside in different commissioners’ p re­ 
cincts, and a majority of them shall re­ 
side in common school districts. 
With­ 
in twenty days after th e ir election aim 
qualifiea ion the county school trustees 
shall meet. and organize by electing one 
of their number president. 
The counts 
school trustees shall be elected and 
shall qualify in the sam*.? manner as 
other county officer* are elected aud 
qualified. 
All of the provisions of th" law ar‘* 
conservative and vu»*- arid contemplate 
a co-operation of the county board of 
education, the county superintend! nt, 
and the district school trustees in the 
promotion of the efficiently of tin schools 
and in establishing rural high schools 
where practicable. 
It is, therefore, of 
the utmost importance that the com­ 
missioners' court in each county select 
men, for membership on th** county 
board of education, who have the quali­ 
fications prescribed if) Section 12 of the 
act. 
'Ihe State Department of Education 
hopes to huve printed for distribution 
at an early date among tho school 
officials of the State the full text of 
this law. As soon as your county Ixmrd 
of education hun been selected, please 
report their names and addresses tome.
